An Open Letter To Battlefield 


Guides and Lodging House 
Solicitor^: 


A great many of our battlefield 


guides, boarding house and lodg- 
ing house solicitors are to be com- 
mended for the manner in which 
they solicit tourists, living strict- 
ly up to the ordinance which was 
framed with the idea of giving 
all an equal chance, and which 
reads that "they shall 
confine 


their soliciting to within ten feet 
of the curb and shall neither make 
a gesture with the hand nor 
prominently display any Badge to 
a moving automobile," and also 
that "no soliciting to be done 
where property owners or tenants 
object to such soliciting." 


Several complaints have been 


made to me among which was one 
case where two cars stopped ati 
a certain hotel with twelve or 
fourteen 
passengers; 
some 
of 


them went in the hotel, engaged 
rooms, 
and asked where they 


could find a garage for storing 
their cars. Upon going to their 
cars to take them to a public ga- 
rage they were approached by a 
man who was watching them, who 
asked them to go to his house in- 
stead, and he would give them a 
garage free, and took them away 
from the hotel where rooms were 
engaged. 


Lodging house proprietors have 


also complained of aolicitdrs run- 
ning up to their houses where cars 
had stopped and taking: them 
away from their doors. 


These arc the kind of things 


that put a town in a very unfavor- 
able light in the minds of the 
many thousands of tourists who 
come here looking for courtesy in- 
stead of being pestered to death. 


No solicitor dare solicit in the 


vicinity,of any home, hotel, or ga- 
rage, engaged in Jthe same busi- 
ness for which they are soliciting, 
and the practice must cease. 
Tourists have reported men go- 
ing so far na to jump on the

"Mayor of Greenwich Village" D ying in New York Hospital Dis- 


tributes Possessions Before His Demise in Order That 


There be no. Litigation After His Death; Was 


*' Practicing Physician. 


A walking stick once owned and 


carried by Abraham Lincoln, to- 
gether with a collection of other 
antiques, will be received by Get- 
tysburg College from Dr. Edwin 
Zimmerman, known to thousands 
of New Yorkers as the "Mayor of 
Greenwich Village." Zimmerman 
is dying in a New York hospital 
with cancer of the throat, but be- 
fore the end comes he is bidding 
friends and neighbors "good-bye," 
and disposing of all his personal 
property. 


Doctor Zimmerman, a native of 


Manchester, Carroll county, Mary- 
land, did not graduate from Get- 
tysburg College, but two of his 
brothers did, and from them he 
has won an admiration for the 
local institution of learning. One 
of the dying man's brothers is the 
Rev. Dr. Jeremiah Zimmerman, of 
Syracuse, New York, who is a 
member of the college hoard of 
trustees. The other brother, the 
Rev. Dr. L. M. Zimmerman, is a 
retired pastor of Christ Lutheran 
church, Baltimore. 


Now, the "Mayor of Greenwich 


Village" is dying, and thousands 
of persona whom he knew or help- 
ed during the nearly half century 
of the practice of medicine are 


mourning. Young and old, com- 
fortably situated and impoverish- 
ed, men, women and children have 
said good-bye to him. And his 
"good-bye" must be written on a 
pad, for cancer has deprived him 
of the use of his voice. 


The visitors stay only a mo- 


ment, for the doctor is 'too weak 
for more than that. But sympa- 
thetic glances are exchanged, and 
smiles.

Hanover Man Expires 
In Warner 
H o b * 
pital After Back 
And Hip Are 
Broken. 


Wild Steer Shot 
By Huntsman; Was 
Free 2 Months 


Crushed between a derailed coal I 
car and a concrete retaining1 wall in ; 
Hanover, 
Monday 
afternoon at 2 
o'clock, Frank Haven, 37, of that 
place, died of internal injuries at the 
Warner Hospital three hours after he 
was admitted. 
He never regained 
consciousness after the accident, and 
was reported to have been in a dying 
condition when admitted to the local ! 
institution. 
Haven, a brakeman on the Western 
Maryland Railroad, was riding the 
ladder on the aide of the car, which 
was being shunted to a siding. 
In 
entering the switch the gondola-type 
car struck an 
automobile cylinder 
along the track and was derailed. The 
wall, which parallels the track, was 
too close to allow him to jump, and 
the car crushed him. 
He suffered a broken back, broken 
hip and internal injuries, according to 
physicians who examined him at the 
local hospital. 
Start Investigation 
Haven was first taken to his home 
and afterward was brought to the 
hospital here in the Hanover am- • 
hulunce. 
His wife accompanied him 
to the hospital, and was with him 
when he expired. 
Officials of the Western Maryland 
Jiailroad Company have instructed J 
Coroner L. U. Zech, of York county, 
to conduct an investigation 
The in­ 
vestigation was held today and fel-, 
low-workmen were called to give their 
versions of the accident 
The body was taken to Hanover 
Monday evening, where it was pre­ 
pared for burial.

An Open latter To Battlefield 
Guides and lodging House 
Solicitors: 
A great many of our battlefield 
guides, boarding house and lodg­ 
ing house solicitors are to be com­ 
mended for the manner in which 
they solicit tourists, living strict­ 
ly up to the ordinance which was 
framed with the idea of giving 
all an equal chance, and which 
reads that “they shall confine 
their soliciting to within ten feet 
of the curb and shall neither make 
a gesture with the hand nor 
prominently display any badge to 
a moving automobile,” and also 
that “no soliciting to be done 
where property owners or tenants 
object to such soliciting.” 
Several complaints have been 
made to me among which was one 
case where two cars stopped af 
a certain hotel with twelve or 
fourteen 
passengers; some 
of 
them went in the hotel, engaged 
rooms, 
and 
asked where they 
could find a garage for storing 
their cars. 
Upon going to their 
cars to take them to a public ga­ 
rage they were approached by a 
man who was watching them, who 
asked them to go to his house in­ 
stead, and he would give them a 
garage free, and took them aw’ay 
from the hotel where rooms were 
engaged. 
Lodging house proprietors have 
also complained of solicitors run­ 
ning up to their houses where cars 
had stopped and 
taking them 
away from their doors. 
These are the kind of things 
that put a town in a very unfavor­ 
able light in the minds of the 
many thousands of tourists who 
come here looking for courtesy in­ 
stead of being pestered to death. 
No solicitor dare solicit in the 
vicinity of any home, hotel, or ga­ 
rage, engaged in Jthe same busi­ 
ness for which they are soliciting,

“Mayor of Greenwich Village” D ying in New York Hospital Dis­ 
tributes Possessions Before His Demise in Order That 
There be no Litigation After His Death; Was 
* Practicing Physician. 


A walking stick once owned and 
carried by Abraham Lincoln, to­ 
gether with a collection of other 
antiques, will be received by Get­ 
tysburg College from Dr. Edwin 
Zimmerman, known to thousands 
of New Yorkers as the “Mayor of 
Greenwich Village.” Zimmerman 
is dying in a New York hospital 
with cancer of the throat, but be­ 
fore the end conies he is bidding 
friends and neighbors “good-bye,” 
and disposing of all his personal 
property. 
Doctor Zimmerman, a native of 
Manchester, Carroll county, Mary­ 
land, did not graduate from Get­ 
tysburg College, but two of his 
brothers did, and from them he 
has won an admiration for the 
local institution of learning. One 
of the dying man’s brothers is the 
Rev. Dr. Jeremiah Zimmerman, of 
Syracuse, New York, who is a 
member of the college board of 
trustees. 
The other brother, the 
Rev. Dr. L. M. Zimmerman, is a 
retired pastor of Christ Lutheran 
church, Baltimore. 
Now, the “Mayor of Greenwich 
Village” is dying, and thousands 
of persons whom he knew or help­ 
ed during the nearly half century 
of the practice of medicine are 


mourning. 
Young and old, com­ 
fortably situated and impoverish­ 
ed, men, women and children have 
said good-bye to him. 
And his 
“good-bye” must be written on a 
pad, for cancer has deprived him 
of the use of his voice. 
The visitors stay only a mo­ 
ment, for the doctor is too weak 
for more than that. 
But sympa­ 
thetic glances are exchanged, and 
s rn ill's.

At he lies there, the doctor is 
doing more than saying farewell. 
He is distributing all his personal 
property to his friends. He is de­ 
termined to give away everything 
before he dies, “so that there will 
lie no trouble for others.’’

poor people he has aided in his 
lifetime, and he h a s provided that 
whatever funds remain after his 
affairs are settled shall be used to 
endow 
scholarships 
for 
needy 
boys. 
To the friends who have come to 
see him he has been distributing 
the things he will need no more.

clothes. 
His medical books he 
distributed among his professional

that last year 111 persons, mostly 
children, lost their lives as the result 
of Fourth of July "fire-cracker" ac- 
cidents; 148 lost the sight of one or 
both eyes, and over 1,000 were other- 
wise injured.
